Why Do Some Things Bend and 
Others Break? 


When « an outsid e force is applied 
to some objects, some of them will 
bend and otbens break. 
It is d ue to 
the fact that in some things the p a r­ 
ticles have the facuky of sticking 
together or hanging on to each other, 
and it is very d ifficult to break them 
away from each other. 
In such in­ 
stances, as in the ease of a wire, the 
article will bend when we apply the 
power to jt and it will not break, be­ 
cause the particles which make up 
the wire have the faculty of hanging 
on t<> each other. 
A piece of glass, j 
however, can In- broken right in two 
by the application of no more force 
than was used to bend the wire, be­ 
cause the particles which make up 
tlie glass haven’t the faculty to hang 
on to each other. 
If you continue to 
bend a wire back and forth, however, 
at the 
same 
point, it 
will 
finally 
break apart, because y ou eventually 
overcome the ability of the particles 
in the wire to hang on to each other.
